City, town and village treasurers 
kave now until March 22 to make 
their final settlements -with the coun- 
ty' treasurer, according to the terms 
•f a law enacted by the last legisla- 


• tore. The stale tax must be paid to 
'the county treasurer on or before 
the first Monday in March. Under the 
• old law the state tax had to be paid 
•on or before the second Monday in 
'February and the final settlements 
•were required to be made not later 
than March 15. The effect of 
the 


mew law is to give the treasurers 
nore lime in which to mate their 
returns of stale taxes and their final 
settlements. It also Rives the county 
treasurer more lime in which to set- 


tle with the state treasurer for state 
taxes "collected in the county. Under! 
the old statute he .was required to do 
this on or before the third Monday 
in February. He now has until the 
second Monday' in March to maVe 
this settlement. 
Treasurers will still have to col- 
lect the two per cent penalty from 
the first day in February, unless the 
town, village or city board extends 
the time for tbe payment of taxes 
without penally until the first day 
of March, as provided by Chapter 1, 
laws of 1915. The new law does not 
mean that there will be any exten- 
sion of time in which taxes may be 
paid. "These must be paid as usual, 
the new law not effecting such pay- 
ments, but merely the time in which 
stale taxes must be paid to the 
coiinty and state treasurers.—Ex- 
change.
